O R D E R  

On August 9, 2007, Tri-Village Water District (“Tri-Village”) applied for 

Commission approval to discontinue the water district under KRS 74.367. That statute 

directs the Commission to conduct “a proceeding similar to that provided by 

KRS 74.012” to determine whether to approve the water district‘s pursuit of 

discontinuance with its county judge/executive. 

KRS 74.012 requires that the Commission “set the application for formal public 

hearing, and shall give notice to all other water suppliers . . . rendering services in the 

general area . . . served by said water district or water association, and to any planning 

and zoning or other regulatory agency or agencies with the authority in the general area 

having concern with the application.” This statute also requires that the Commission 

consider the best interests of the general public in making its determination. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1. A public hearing shall be held on November 29, 2007 at 9:00 a.m., 

Eastern Standard Time, in Hearing Room 1 of the Commission’s offices at 21 1 Sower 

Boulevard, Frankfort, Kentucky to take evidence and comment on the proposed 

discontinuance of Tri-Village. If no interested individual files written notice by 



November 26, 2007 of his or her intent to attend the public hearing, the hearing shall be 

cancelled. 

2. No later than November 22, 2007, Tri-Village shall publish the notice set 

forth in Appendix A to this Order in a newspaper of general circulation in the area in 

which it is located. 

3. The Executive Director of the Commission shall serve a copy of this Order 

on the persons and entities listed in Appendix B.
